Ucyina rs. Tesaicr — 
TJio prisoner, upon rcumud, wna brought 
up in cuatody upon a wxitol habeas corpus 
for tlio judgment of the Court. 

His Lordship tho Chief Justice render- 
ed the judgment of the Court, remarking 
that the conclusion at which the judges 
had arrived was unanimous, slthovigh the 
members of the Court difl'erod upon the 



interpretation to bo placed upon the find- 
ing of the jury. His Lordship continued 
as follows: — 
The priaonqrH is m^Mcted , for- haying 
unlawfully " and "nwltcioualy" wbuiied- 
t>d an cxr 

The jury liave found him ijuilly of 
wounding by throwing an axe at the ox 
in driving him out of his potatoe tieki, 
and they recomniond him to mercy. 

This finding has been taken us their 
verdict, and entered as such on the re- 
cord. And the question-i ia"' wJiethcr ^ir, 
t ills record the prisoner can bo sentenced, 
.Ls guilty of the otlcnco laid in the iiuliet- 
iiient; and if not, what shall be done with 
the body of the prisoner, now iiofoie ii.s 
on habeas corpus. 

I think the written finding of the jury 
sufiiciently shows that they all agreed, 
and determined, that the act of the pri- 
soner was wilful and nnlavt-ful, Tlioiigh 
it was quite lawful for him to drive away 
the ox," I think thoy have sufiiciently iii- 
ilicated that ho was doing a lawful act in 
an unlawful way. But I do not think 
that verdict sliows that they agreed, and 
determined, that the prisoner was actuat- 
ed by what the law terms " malice." vi/.. , 
a deliberate intention to wound. It is 
(jiiite consistent with their finding that 
some at least of the jury (for they may 
not all havo meant tlie same thing by tlio 
words used) hold the throwing of the axe 
to havo boon a sudden impulse i. e. , not 
malicious; there i.s no act found such as 
going to get the axe, or that he went pre- 
pared with an axe, or auy expressions of 
(ho prisoner's at the time showing an in- 
tention to wound by throwing rather than 
simply to frighten tito .mimal away; or 
that the axe was used in iirofercnco to 
any other less dangerous missile, audi do 
not think wo can by intendment supply 
this defect. It is not like construing an 
ambiguous finding; though it would bo 
going very far to construe an ambiguity 
unfavorably to a prisoner indicted for 
felony. Tiiorc is, I think, a total silence 
as to " malice:" and I do not think wo 
i;an infer it nor dispute it. It is said, the 
law will imply malice from a man's .acts; 
and that a man will be taken to have in- 
tended the natural or necessary results of 
liis acta. But these propositions aro gen- 
(?rally laid down in case of homicide; 
wJiere the onus of exculpation is on the 
lirisoner. The law is so tender of human 
life that every homicide is prima facie 
murder, and it lies on the prisoner to 
show the absence of mivlice. And the 
conaequonces which the law presumes to 
havo been intended must be the proper 
logical consequences. If a man discharge 
a loaded pistol at an ox ho cannot but in- 
tend to wound the animal at the least. 
But-an axo thrown at an ox would not 
wbuh'd', Unless it'struck the .mimal with 
one particular part of the miasilo, viz. , 
the edge. Therefore; this is not a verdict 
of "guilty," and the, priaoner' cannot be 
sentenced on it. 

Can we then .say that this finding ac- 
quita.the prisoner of malice i i. f., that it 
is equivalent to a verdict of not gnilty ? 
In my opinion the finding does hat e*en 
■amount to the Scotcli verdict of " not 
proven," as to the malice. The jury do 
not say that the evidence adduced fails to 
convince them on that point. The re- 
commendation to mercy goes a very little 
way; for the jurj' m.ay have been under 
the impression that the simple unlawful 
wounding was a crime rendering the pri- 
soner liable to punishment. It is useless, 
however, to speculate on what induced 
them to mako the recommendation. It 
is a circumstance altogether too weak tp 
warrant our saying that thoy meant to 
find and did find malice. 

On the whole, I think that tlio prisoner 
(who has, I understand, been admitted to 
^ bail since this application) should be re- 
manded on the same bail, to appe:\r at 
the next assize.".' here and ■ aiiswer to the 
indictment already found against him by 
the grand jury. 

I think the position of the prisoner is 
very much as if the jurj-, unable to agree, 
had been discharged without a verdict. 
In fact this would probably havo been 
the result in the end. The jury- had al- 
ready once before come into Court, after 
having boon carefully • charged , by the 
learned Judge, and had been unable to 
agree, except to tho extent of this find- 
ing. And this, as I have said, docs not 
in my opinion, afford .sufficient grounds 
(iither for sentence or for acguittal. 

It boboTHes unneeossary tb'coiisider tho 
other points taken for the prisoner, one 
of which alleged an incapacity in tho 
judge and the other an incapacity in the 
jury. For if either or both of these wore 
dotorminud in his favor, the result would 
be tho same as that indicated above. The 
prisoner would never liavo been in dan- 
ger; he has never been tried at all. And 
if these two points word ruled in favor of 
the Crown, tiic jury have found no aufii- 
cient verdict, and tho prisoner must bo 
tried again. And oven if we were now to 
order a-verdict of acquittal to bo entered, 
on tho grounds of the informality and in- 
completeness of the verdict, the prisoner 
would indeed be entitled to his discharge 
without bail; but ho would be liable to 
bo again indicted for the name felony.— 
a P. Wnis490. 

Mr. Justice Gray said that he was clear- 
Ij^^of opinic)rji|that the finding of tho jli'ry 
ain^uhtSd'io a -verdict of acquittal. 

Mr. Justice Crfoco. coincided with the 
Chief Justice and considered that no ver- 
dict liad been arrived at, .md that con-se- 
(piontly tho piisoiier could boagain tried. 

Mr, Tlieotiore Davie, counsel,, for the 
prisoner, stated that tho prisoner wiis not 
oh bail,' in facj;, had been unable to pro- 
cure bail in consequence of his friends 
understanding that his Lordship Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease required that in tiio event of 
the non-.appearaiice of the prisoner his 
bail should stand in tho dock- and receive 
his sentence. 

The' Chief Justico and Mr. Justice 
Gray remarked that . tlio learned judge 
must h.avfl been misunderstood. What 
probably had been .itated was what had 
often been repeated from the bench and 
tliat was tliat if tiie prisoner escaped and 
it could bo shown- thatithe bail had con- 
nived at or allowed 'the escape, they 
might bo indicted and tried and if con- 



victed would be liable to the same pun- 
ishment as tho prisoner. 

Mr. Davie — That is what 1 i'.i^d' to j 
persuade the bail; but the learned jiidgo ] 
was reported otherwise ip/ihe iiowspapDrs 
and I could not induce^tiigni|to becomo 
rcapqnsiblo.:;r i " 

^ ^'(9 lOouj:^ ordered that tHei prisoner

Tho bail was furnished andtlie prisoner 
discharged. 

Nelson vs. Whitford — The jury in this 
case at about 10 p. m. returned a verdict 
substantially in favor of tho plaintiff.

Boat- No. 2 
has not been heard from.

If he reach- 
ed early enough in summer he ought 
to have foxind Rusflian and native fish- 
ing stations at the mouth of the Yana, 
Indighirka.and other smaller -streams 
whicli flow in 'o the Arctic ocean in 
that vicinity, and thus obtained succor 
much nearer than the Lena. U is pos- 
sible, however, that ho did not reach 
the mainland until after the fishing sta- 
tions had been abandoned and fisher- 
men had all retreated up the river to 
their -winter villages which as a rule 
are situated some distance inland At 
tho mouth of the Lena there i.s, I be- 
lieve, a permanent sottlemont and this 
scorns to have appointed a rendr;nous 
for all the boats.

lows it IS lost.' Tlie crew .'may Imvo. 
found inhabited stations nearer than 
the mouth of the Lena or have been 
picked up by the Russian native fish- 
ing boat, and carried or guided to somo 
other place of safety. In such a case 
thoy might not be heard from for a 
month or more after the arrival of oth- 
er boats. The third boali's crow should ■ 
not be given up for lost until wo liave 
heard from all the villages along the. 
Vana and Indighirka, and from Nizhni • 
Kcliina, which is a place of refuge quite 
as near and quite an accessible as the 
mouth of tho Lena. The retreat of 
these boats across three hundred miles 
of an' ice-'ericuriibisred Arctic sea to the 
Siberian mainlaiid i.s a remarkable 
achievement and one which is paral- 
leled in Arctic history only by the re- 
treat of Barents and his men from the 
northern exti'emityof Nova Zombla and 
of the crew of the Tegothof from ['''ranz 
Josef Land. The fact that DeLoiig and 
his men were three- months at sea and 
on ice in open boats before they reach- 
ed the mouth of the Lena is a fact 
which in itself tells a wonderful talc. 

If the Joannette's boats have arrived 
here they would have all tho comforts 
and many of the luxuries of life and 
the Russian governor of feho sea coast 
province would furni.sh them trans- 
portation either across the Stanayoi 
mountains to C)khotsk-,whero they could 
be called for by one of the vessels of 
our Pacific .squadron) or up tho Lena to 
irkoutsk and thence overland- t6 St. 
Petersburg. They will have no dilliculty 
In getting homo from the mouth of the 
Lena. The journey up the river from 
thorArctic aea coastj toj/Yakpu|ta ,w.ilI' 
bd a hard one" oh-accoanfc' of '' the-^reafc 
severity of the climate in that part of 
Siberia, bui; it ouglit not to "occiipy 
more than n month or a month and a 
half and is. not attended with any. dan- 
ger tQjjaep'pf fair, po?rpirs,o.f,,enduranco. 
It i^ iui some, rospccts an easier, journey, 
than from' Nizhni Rolym& to lYakousta;- 
wiiichis performed by scores of 'Eu.s- 
aian traders every winter. The news

In the centre is susponJed a huge pit'ce de 
rl^,^^,^AlJl^l• in the shape of a four year old 
h eil'iT of mammoth proportions. Island 
bred, and fat enough to suit tho most 
fastidious. Overliead are festoona of 
geeso and turkeys a.s fat as their aur- 
roiuidinga. Saddles of nuitton, several 
square yards of p ter liouae and other 
steaks, rabbits, hares, bears, goats and 
novelties of all sorts are ingeniously 
placed and arranged in every available 
nook.

Here wo are utterly at a loss where or 
how to begin a description of the beof, 
mutton, pork, veal, bear meat, sucking 
pigs, geese, turkeys, &c., &c., with which 
this large and commodious market is 
literally packed.
